| ‘Governor of the State of Alabama : 

Dear Sir—The undersigned secretary of the board of 
trustees of the Freedman’s Hospital, near Talladega, Ala- 
bama, beg leave to submit the following report : Showing 
- the receipts and disbursements of the fund of State ap- 
propriation, with the management and present condition 
of said hospital. 

The whole number of inmates on the 1st day of Jan. 
uary, 1871, was thirty-nine (39). Three have died, and 
ten have been discharged. Now in the hospitol twenty- 
six (25). 

The names, ages, diseases, and condition of the inmates 
is shown in the report of the hospital steward, Mr. G. P. 
McAfee, which accompanies this and is referred. 

The appropriation made by the Legislature, and at one 
disposal for the support of the hospital for the present 
year, including amount for pay of steward, and medicines, 
and medical attention was $3,740 00. The board em. 


ployed the steward for $600 00, the amount limited by — 


the act of theLegislature ; ; but did not make any contract 
for medicines and medical attention, but purchased medi- 
cines and procured medical attention as it was needed, and 
cases reported by the steward, thereby. saving of the 


amount specified and limited by the Legislature for that 


purpose nearly one-half. 
‘Thé board of trustees, at the first of the year, fearing 
.. that the amount apETOp Eats might be insufficient for the 
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yaar, strived to economize by reduction of rent and reduc- 
ing the number, as well as pay, of attendants ; find that 
the amount has been ample and sufficient. They did not 
think it advisable or prudent to expend any of the fund 
for clothing, shoes, hats, &c., until recently, as many of 
the inmates would have worn them out before winter, but 
as the winter approached, have purchased goods for cloth- 
ing and are now having them made up ; also beught shoes, 
hats, and other articles needed for their comfort; an ac- 
count of the same will -be-forwarded to your . Excellency 
- for your approval, and is also shown in this report. 


The amount expended by the board for the support of 


the hospital, including this month, November, together 


with cost of material for clothing, shoes, hats, &e., with 


amount of pay for mannfacturing the clothing, amounts to _ 
$3,186 82, which with the probable amount that will be 


required for the next month (December) for which the 
steward has fled his requisition; $256 ot will make the 
will leave the sum of $293 54 not raea: T 
By order of the board, we would further report, that 
every economy has been used in providing for said hospital 
and in husbanding the fund appropriated, while the neces- 
sities of the inmates and their health have been carefully 


-looked after and no care or pains spared in providing for ER 


their welfare. The premises on which the hospital is sit- 
uated is well suited for. it, good water, with a running 
stream through the yard, all kept clean and comfortable. 
Would further report that the steward, Mr. '@. P. McAfee, 
has kept good order and has the patients under good com- 
~ mand and contral 

As regards the continuation of the hospital, and pro- 
viding for those old, blind, idiotic and crippled inmates, 
after mature reflection, the . board is‘ of opinion that the 
_ only just and equitable, as well as most humane course to 
adopt, is to continue said hospital at least for a while 
longer,-as it would be manifestly unjust for them to be 
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put upon the counties, from which they stand reported, 
more than half of them being reported from Talladega, 
when in fact, many of those reported from this county 
were not living in it until after the surrender and during 
the time the garrison was here distributing supplies.

I have the honor to forward herewith my Annual Report 
of the inmates of the Freedmen’s Hospital, Talladega, Ala. 
You see that we have had only three deaths since the first 
day of January, 1871, and ten have been discharged, mak- 


ing a total loss of thirteen ; eight of them, however, are 


children, drawing half: rations, making a difference of only 
nine, instead of thirteen, in the ration report. 


In my monthly report of rations I have deducted there- 


x 
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‘from each time those who have died, or have been dis- 
charged the preceding month. You will occasionally see 
a difference in the amounts expended for the’ articles, peas 
and rice, which I deem my duty to explain: Some months 
I used more beef than others, and when I issue ‘beef, I 
issue no peas, but soup instead, when bacon, peas, or Tice. 
invariably accompany it. 

The Hospital is at this time in splendid condition. The 
houses, yards, etc., are at all times kept thoroughly 
cleansed of all dirt and rùbbish, by the attending nurse.
